MLA for St. Albert and 
Publisher of the St. Albert 
Gazette Ernie Jamison was 
conspicuous by his absence 
at city council last Monday 
night, when council tore into 
a news story and editorial in 
the April 27 issue of the 
Gazette on St. Albert's fire 
protection services.

Mayor Dick Plain of St. 
Albert had earlier requested 
Mr. Jamison to show up at 


council to explain what was 
termed as a one-sided news 
Story ‘‘Situation is deadly 
serious’’ and also an editorial 
which suggested that council 
would do well to give higher 
priority to protection services 
in St. Albert. 

Mr. Jamison could not 
attend the council meeting 
because of a heavy schedule 
at the Legislature. 

Mayor Plain was hopping 
mad at the treatment that the 
city fire service received in 
the April 27 issue of the 


Board wants guidelines 


Conflict of interest 


alleged by trustees 


A clash over conflict of 
interest flared up unexpec- 
tedly Wednesday night at the 
regular meeting of the 
protestant school board when 
trustees Shirley McCaffery 
and Murdo MacFarlane cro- 
ssed swords during a dis- 
cussion of extended school 
hours for grade one. 

The altercation developed 
after Trustee Don Munro 
moved that the extended 
grade one day be retained 
during the 1977-78 school 
year. Mr. MacFarlane began 
to voice his objections to the 
motion when Mr. Munro 
interrupted, indicating that 
he felt a question of privilege 
has arisen, as Mr. Mac- 
Farlane had a conflict of 
interest in the matter. 

In answer to Mr. Mac- 


Farlane’s question of what 
that conflict was, Mr. Munro 
referred to the fact that Mr. 
MacFarlane’s wife was aff- 
ected by the issue, as a 
district teacher of grade one. 
Mr. MacFarlane then said 
the matter should be put to a 
vote, and stated that Mr. 
Munro did not know what Mr 
MacFarlane had intended to 
say. He also referred to the 
fact that Mr. Munro is 
himself a teacher and open to 
conflict of interest. 
Chairman Bill Webber 
said that the matter could be 
interpreted as a conflict of 
interest, and Mr, MacFar- 
lane commented that he felt 
this ruling was incorrect. 
“Are you going to enter- 
tain my vote?’’ asked Mr.

Suspected rabid dog 


causes panic 


The week long panic in St. 
Albert over a suspected rabid 
dog ended last Monday 
morning when the dog, a 50 
pound German Shepherd- 
Collie cross was caught by 
City bylaw enforcement off- 
icer Ross Tupling. 

Mr. Tupling said the dog 
was as good as dead (when it 
was caught) and was des- 
troyed by a veterinary 
surgeon in St. Albert Mond- 
ay morning. 

It was April 22 when St. 
Albert residents became 
aware of the ‘‘mad’’ dog, 
which showed the classic 
rabies signs of convulsions 
and derangement. 

Last week radio ann- 
ouncements asked people in 
St. Albert to look out for a 
dog ‘‘acting strangely.’”’ 

It was then, Mr. Tupling 
pointed out that they may 
have made the connection 
with rabies, though accord- 
ing to an expert the dog was 
diagnozed to have a ‘‘classic 
case of distemper.’’ 

The remains of the dog are 
now with the Department of 
Agriculture, (Small Animals 
Contagious Diseases Divis- 
ion) and will be sent to 
Lethbridge for further ex- 
amination, 

There was no problem 
catching the diseased animal 
and Mr. Tupling said ‘‘! 


walked up to him this 
morning and put a leash 
around his head; I do not 
imagine he would have 
lasted a day or two more.”’ 

Mr. Tupling says he 
expects to hear within three 
weeks the results of the test, 
regarding what it was the 
dog had. 


Gazette and suggests the 
whole thing is a matter of 
public debate.

There was a request to 
extend the powers of the om- 
budsman to bring the press 
in the whole of Alberta, not 
just St. Albert, under an 
impartial body.

Finally Alderwoman My- 
tna Fyfe gave notice of 
motion for the next council 
May 9 that St. Albert council 
should seek assistance in 
resolving the problem of the 
MLA ‘‘as he relates to this 
municipality.’’ She stated 
that St. Albert had been 
created by the province and 
wanted the whole affair 
resolved to the ‘‘bettermert 
of the residents of this 
community.”’ 
Mayor Plain would also 


like to see the Alberta press 
council beefed up; he termed 
the present press council a 
joke and wanted to see a 
body which would represent 
the fair treatment of indivi- 
duals in Alberta; and he 
included St. Albert in that 
treatment. 

Ald. Fyfe called for a 
meeting with the Minister of 
Municipal Affairs and it 
seems the question will also 
be brought up to the Alberta 
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Gazette hauled 


over coals on ‘hot’ story 


St. Albert’s Mayor Dick 
Plain hauled the St. Albert 
Gazette over the coals last 
Thursday night for a recent 
story alleging serious short- 
comings in the St. Albert 
Fire Department. 

The hot blast at the 
Gazette came during the 
city’s annual meeting in the 
Club Mocombo, the first 
since St. Albert took on city 
status. 

Only about 18 persons 
turned up at the meeting; 
four of these were firemen 
and five were municipal staff 
or councillors. 

Mayor Plain told the scant 
audience that the lines of 
communication should be 
kept open (between the Fire 
Department and City Hall), 

He complained that there 
was ‘‘no balance, perspec- 


Fun start to ball

Downtown St. Albert was a 
blaze of colour last Saturday 
morning as the city’s first 
ever baseball parade got off 
to a good start to open the 
minor baseball season. 

The only disappointment 
to the close on 500 people 
who took in the parade was 
the high, cold wind which 
stopped the Sky Hawks from 
going ahead with their 
planned drops over Fountain 
Park near the Paul Kane 
High School. 

About 30 teams took in the 
baseball parade and the pro- 
cession from Mission Avenue 
to Fountain Park took about 
20 minutes to pass a given 
point. 

A band from 418 Squad- 
ron, Edmonton provided 


good musical backing for the 
parade, 

There was high drama at 
Fountain Park from about 11 
p.m. to 11:45, when the Sky 
Hawks were supposed to 
make their drop. 

Canadian Armed Forces 
personnel were out on the 
park, testing the wind speed 
which was to prove too much 
for the sky jumpers. 

They were in the CAF’s 
yellow Twin Otter which 
stubbornly circled the park 
for well over half an hour, 
dropping markers which 
looked as if they would hit 
the ground in Calgary 
because of the strong winds. 

Windspeeds were gusting 
to about 40 mph and they

Mayor Plain replied that 
he had three sons aged 5 - 
10, a wife, a dog and he felt 
that his home had a reason- 
ably high level of fire

Don Munro then opined 
that professional develop- 
ment could just as easily take 
place after school, and 
remarked that the most 
common complaint heard by 
board members pertains to 
too many early school clos- 
ings.

City still after door to door mail service 


Even though route mail 
boxes have been in place in 
St. Albert since April 20, 
some dissatisfaction was still 
voiced about Canada’s postal 
service at St. Albert council 
last Monday night. 

Mayor Dick Plain told 
council, as letters from the 
Postmaster General Jean- 
Jacques Blais and the special 
secretary to Premier Peter 
Lougheed were received, 
that St. Albert was still after 
door to door postal service. 

He accused the Federal 
Government of discrimin- 
ating against the people in 
Canada’s new areas, point- 
ing out that they were paying 
the same money as people in 
older areas. 

Mayor Plain wondered 
why St. Albert could not have 
a direct door to door mail 
service at least every two or 
three days, ‘‘but this type of 


flexibility seems beyond the 
federal government.” 

Mayor Plain seemed tick- 
led just to have got a reply 
from the Postmaster Gen- 
eral: ‘We finally got a letter 
from the Postmaster Gener- 
al, he did use the mail,’’ said 
Mayor Plain. 

The letter from Mr. Blais 
pointed out he had stated 


publicly he was in favour of 
relaxing the freeze on hiring 
letter carriers so that uniform 
service could be available to 
all communities. 

‘*Until then, it is impos- 
sible for me to grant the 
initiation of letter carrier 
service in a certain comm- 
unity without doing so in all 
communities.”’

It would also 
include all other groups of 
the non profit variety who are 
organized primarily for the 
purpose of helping to benefit 
members of the community 
in all types of activities. 

When using the bus 
groups are responsible for 
paying for the gas and oil 
used on the trip and the 
supplying and paying for a 
driver, who must be app- 
roved by the Kinsmen Club’s 
representative. They must 
provide chaperones where 
necessary and leave the bus 
in a sanitary condition for the 
next group. Any damage 
caused by misuse during the 
trip must be paid for as well 
as any servicing required 
during the trip, with the 
understanding that they will 
be reimbursed by the Kins- 
men Club. They are also 
responsible for paying the 
deductible amount of the 
insurance for damage due to 
drivers error. 

The Kinsmen community 
bus is provided as a 
community service by the 
Kinsmen Club of St. Albert, 
There is no charge made for 
use of the bus, but donations 
to our operating budget are 
greatly appreciated.

The Gazette, and for some 
reason the MLA in parti- 
cular, took considerable cri- 
ticism from city council 
members Monday night, for 
the stories on fire protection 

"last week. 

What needs to be pointed 
out is that the Gazette did not 
initiate a story on the fire 
department. First a volun- 
teer fireman came to the 
paper and stated his views 
that the present state of fire 
protection was alarming and 
the people should know it. 
Several weeks later two 
firemen came to the Gazette, 
and it took courage on their 
part to speak on the dangers 
of the situation as they saw 
it. Where is the bias? Then 
the Gazette sought a copy of 
the provincial fire commis- 


sion’s report and reported on 
its major recommendations, 
objectively, without com- 
ment. 

At the meeting of council 
on April 18 the mayor gave 
an overview report on the 
budget for 1977. He did not 
report that in 1977 the 
number of full time fire- 
fighters would be significan- 
tly increased, that a new fire 
hall would be centrally lo- 
cated, that a ladder truck 
would be purchased, or 
capacity of pumpers would 
be doubled, as recommended 
in the report from the fire 
commissioner’s office, or 
that the communications 
system for firefighters would 
be greatly improved. The 
Gazette merely reported on 
the statements of one vol- 
unteer and two firemen on

in anyway whatsoever. 

No member of council 
asked a question on whether 
the city could in fact get into 
a serious fire situation in the 
immediate or near future, as 
feared by the firefighters. No 
mistakes were pinpointed by 
anyone on council either on 
the interviews conducted or 
the recommendations of the 
report as presented. 
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**WILL NO ONE RID ME OF THAT MEDDLESOME 
GAZETTE?” 


**Will no one rid me of that meddlesome MLA, will no one 
rid me of that meddlesome Gazette, are all around me 
cowards?"’ 


No, those weren't words uttered by St. Albert Mayor Dick 
Plain at last Monday night's council meeting when the St. 
Albert Gazette and its publisher MLA Ernie Jamison were 
taken to task for an editorial and news article in last week's 
Gazette, criticizing St. Albert's fire protection services. 


But anyone familiar with English literature will recognize 
the allusion to the words of Henry 11 ‘‘Will no one rid me of 
that meddlesome priest?’’, when that ancient English King 
decided to call his knights to murder Archbishop Thomas 
Becket, and silence his criticisms of the State. 


Although the real issue expressed at city council last 
Monday night goes back to an article in the Gazette, ‘‘The 
Situation is Deadly Serious’’ that issue itself has been 
further clouded by council's emphasis on the supposed 
conflict which the St. Albert MLA has between his business 
at the Gazette and his concerns at the legislature. 


And even if the Gazette had taken the extra time to phone 
the city administration for the ‘‘other side of the story’’ on 
fire protection, would it have meant better treatment of the 
Gazette by council, or better treatment of the MLA? 


The main thrust of the story on St. Albert's fire protection 
capability would have caused consternation in the 
community anyway whether or not both sides of the story 
had been included in the April 27 issue of the Gazette. 


But St. Albert council seems adamant that the fact an MLA 
is publisher of St. Albert's newspaper, therefore with 
editorial privilege, is just too much for it to bear. There is, of 
course a long list of precedents of newsmen in politics, one 
of the Fathers of Confederation was a publisher and a 
number of newsmen are in politics in Canada today. 


Perhaps it may never get to the stage where Mayor Dick 
Plain, in a final tantrum at the MLA and publisher of the St. 
Albert Gazette, will call four of his ‘knights’ to slay the 
MLA on the steps of the legislature. 


The Becket-Jamison analogy is a good one but like all 
analogies it has its poor points of contact. \ 


Becket, another man of integrity, also fought for a time to 
defend two kingdoms equally worth defending. He had to, 
as at one time he was appointed Archbishop against will, 
when he was already Henry 11's Chancellor. 


Only time will resolve the conflict which St. Albert council 
sees between itself, the Gazette and the publisher who is 
also MLA. 


But the freedom of the press must be defended above this 
interesting conflict. 


Recently Rod Sykes, mayor of Calgary tried to get a motion 
passed to bar the press from city council meetings - the 
motion was defeated. In Ottawa the city council discussed 
withdrawing advertising from a daily paper last week. 
Edmonton city council looks at ways to bring in a second 
newspaper. The situation bears watching since freedom of 
the press is undeniably one of the most basic needs of a free 
people. This freedom is always the first one to be taken 
away by a dictatorship..... The St. Albert Gazette will 
always fight against the slur that it is ‘‘anti-community”’ 
and bent on ‘‘public mischief." 


Perhaps it may even be childish to put the historic Becket 
conflict between church and state on the same level as the 
Jamison-Gazette vs, St. Albert council conflict. But the 
basic issue is freedom in both cases. 


Certainly a lot of passionate feelings are being engendered 
in this on-going debate. 


Ultimately the only good which may survive out of it could 
be a little newspaper office on the banks of the Sturgeon 
River called the St. Albert Gazette.

Surprisingly little debate 
has taken place on the value 
of the Canadian education 
system, Most argument stems

row. But anyone who has 
taken a close look at what 
has happened through our 
schools knows that some 
sweeping curriculum changes 
are long overdue, 


Our education philosophy 
dates back to our colonial 
days. Colonies do not require 
entrepreneurs and manufac- 
turers; they require clerks 
and administrators. So our 
schools specialized in train- 
ing bankers, salesmen, ac-

For more than a hundred 
years, Canada has been able 
to pay for a tremendous vo- 
lume of imports with exports 
of resources. Since there was 
no need for us to produce our 
own goods, the educational 
deficiencies weren’t obvious. 
But now the resources — in- 
cluding Alberta’s oil — are 
rapidly running out and our 
backs are to the wall. 


Obviously, if Canada can’t 
pay for imports with resource 
exports, more of our domes- 
tic requirements will have to 
be produced at home. And 
that’s where an educational 
monkey-wrench hits the sys- 
tem. Because we've trained 
Canadians to be administra- 
tors rather than producers, 
we have a serious deficiency 
in entrepreneurs.

For several years, the Ca- 
nadian Federation of Inde- 
pendent Business has been 
calling for the universities 
and community colleges of 
Canada to set up depart- 
ments of entrepreneurial stu- 
dies. These faculties would 
specialize in training entre- 
preneurs as well as pursuing 
research into improved tech- 
niques of small enterprise. 
When a similar approach 
was taken towards agricul- 
ture by North American 
schools some decades ago, 
fantastic strides were made 
in the area of food produc- 
tion.

Finally, there are signs 
that some provinces are act- 
ing on this recommendation.

‘An 
ever-changing array of tarts,’’ it proclaimed and the 
prospect of the next 10 hours or so seemed suddenly 
brighter. 


It was an American airline, naturally. Only an American 
airline would have the panache, the showmanship, the sheer 
chutzpah to turn its jumbo jets into so many flying bordellos, 
knowing that what the tired businessman and the knackered 
journalist need as they wing their way across the Atlantic is 
not some rotten old in-flight movie but an ever-changing 
array of tarts offering Gold Plate Service. 


And what tarts they appeared to be - tarts with thrilling 
names like Rocky Road (a big smouldering girl, no doubt, in 
leather knickers) and California Orange (a Los Angeles red- 
head, perhaps, who hadn't quite made it in the movies and 
had turned instead to the honourable profession of air-borne 
tart). | was musing on this, quietly anticipating the 
pleasures to come, when the stewardess threw a glass of 
wine and a cup of coffee in my lap. Well, she didn’t actually 
throw them. She just dropped a load of cutlery on to my tray, 
causing the wine and coffee to spread darkly across my coat 
and trousers. 


I uttered a couple of deletable expletives and she got a dry 
cloth and knelt beside me in the aisle, dabbing amiably at 
my nether regions, and another stewardess came by and 
said: ‘‘You wanna pay for that wine now?'’

Winnifred Stewart 


School Blitz today 


For the Winnifred Stewart 
School for the Mentally 
Retarded, the month of May 
is doubly significant. Today 
is Blitz Day, one day set 
aside once a year for an 
appeal for funds. May also 
marks the beginning of the 
school’s 25th year of opera- 
tion. 


Its success has refuted the 
beliefs of professional edu- 
cators who advised against 
any proposal that attempted 
to train the mentally re- 
tarded. The enthusiasm of 
both parents and pupils has 
enabled the Winnifred Ste- 
wart School to graduate 
students who go on to a job 


U.S. high school 
marks too high? 


American freshmen are 
entering university with hi- 
gher marks than ever before, 
and UCLA and the American 
Council on Education thinks 
that its not because the 
present generation is any 
smarter. Rather they feel the 
increase in test scores is due 
to ‘‘Grade Inflation.’ 

According to the UCLA 
survey, taken of 1976 college 
freshmen, nearly one in five 
or 19.7 percent earned an A 
average in high school. This 
figure shows a rise of 1.4 
percent over 1975 and 6.2 
percent over 1969. During 
the same period, the number 
of freshmen with C averages 
had dropped from 32.5 
percent to only 19.8 percent. 

The director of the survey, 
Prof. Alexander W. Astin 
said that ‘*When you cons- 
ider these grade increases in 
light of declining college 
admission test scores, it is 
hard to escape the conclusion 
that grading standards in 
secondary schools have been 
declining since the 1960's.”’ 

The survey indicated that 
the Freshmen themselves 
support the conclusion that 
high school grading stand- 
ards are declining. 

328,321 new freshmen 
completed the 1976 survey, 
which also revealed fresh- 
man attitudes on priorities of 
current issues. It showed 
that students still view 
energy and the environment 
as major national issues. 
Four out of every five 
students agreed that the 


federal government was not 
doing enough to control 
pollution, Consumer pro- 
tection is also high on the list 
of student concerns. 

However, aside from these 
liberal attitudes a new 
leaning to conservatism also 
evidenced itself. Three out of 
every five students felt that 
‘there is too much concern 
in the courts for the rights of 
criminals.’’ Support for the 
abolition of college grades 
reached a low, with only 21 
percent of the students 
suppporting the idea. The 
high point was 42.6 percent 
in 1971. 

Political self-identification 
also showed a swing to the 
right. The number of liberals 
declined from 28.8 percent to 
25.6 percent, while the 
number of conservatives 
escalated from 14.6 percent 
to 15.2 percent. 

This is the first time in 
history that liberals have not 
outnumbered conservatives 
by a 2-1 margin, according to 
Prof. Astin.

Founded on a volunteer 
basis, the Winnifred Stewart 
School opened classrooms in 
the old Edmonton Recreation 
Commission building in April 
1953. Today the school 
provides sense, academic 
and vocational training for 
over 330 students, and, with 
its two students residences, 
occupies a full city block. 
Operated by the Edmonton 
Association for the Mentally 
Retarded, it is non-sectarian 
and charges no tuition fee. 
The student population com- 
es from 32 communities in 
central and northern Alberta 
and ranges in age from 3 to 
24 years. Classes cover the 
same academic subjects as in 
most schools, including rea- 
ding, writing and arithmetic, 
but a great deal more as well. 
Initially, there are the per- 
ceptual and sense-training 
classes as well as other active 
involvement subjects. 
While the school is not 
under the jurisdiction of 
either separate or public 
school boards, it.is recog- 
nized by and receives oper- 
ational grants from them, as 
well as referrals of children. 
On Wednesday, May 4, 
households in Edmonton, 
Leduc, Spruce Grove, Devon, 
Beaumont and St. Albert will 
all be canvassed by Winni- 
fred Stewart volunteers. This 
year’s blitz objective is 
$100,000.

District 3 board 
quashes rumour 


Two worried parents app- 
eared before the District 3 
school board Monday night, 
to ascertain the accuracy of a 
rumour they had heard.

District 3 to purchase 


canoes 


At its regular meeting 
Monday night, the District 3 
school board considered As- 
sistant Superintendent Ge- 
orge Soetaert’s presentation 
of the Environmental Studies 
Group's recommendations 
for the Outdoor Environ- 
mental Studies program -- 
and wound up buying seven 
canoes. 

The recommendations 
were made in regard to 
waterfront, swimming and 
boating safety. They stipu- 
late that a qualified person 
should supervise waterfront 
activities, and that person 
should have knowledge of 
artificial respiration tech- 
niques. Areas on the water- 
front would be designated for 
different types of activity, 
and excessive cold water or 
wind would cause cancell- 
ation of waterfront activities. 

Non-swimmers and weak 
swimmers would be iden- 
tified, and instruction pro- 
vided. No solitary swimming 
would be permitted and the 
“Buddy system’’ would be 
employed. The number of 
students allowed to swim 
would be limited by the 
available area and super- 
vision. Lifejackets would be 
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worn by all pupils boating or 
canoeing. Inflatable rubber 
or plastic items would be 
forbidden, 

A qualified supervisor 
would have to have lifesaving 
training, and preferably will 
have received recognition 
from the Royal Lifesaving 
Society. These qualifications 
would have to be up to date. 

The recommendations also 
set down requirements for 
the swimming area and for 
boating. 

While the generous spirit 
of the outdoors prevailed at 
the meeting, Mr. Soetaert 
asked that the board pur- 
chase seven canoes, 22 
paddles and 15 lifejackets 
from the Parish. The Outdoor 
Education Committee had 
approved the purchases, and 
deemed it economical in light 
of rental costs incurred under 
the present system. 

Trustee Peter Freeman 
moved that the purchase be 
made and the motion carried. 

Trustee Elsie Lockert mo- 
ved that the Outdoor En- 
vironmental Studies be app- 
roved as outlined and that 
motion carried.

This is intended to 
offset the cost of biology 
specimens, which are not 
renewable, as well as break- 
age in Chemistry and Phy- 
sics. Mr. Kambeitz added 
that leftover monies would 
be refunded to students 
where possible. 

In Business Education, 
there would be a $1 fee per 
student charged in Grade 10, 
$5 per student on Grade 11 
and +2, Mr: Kambeitz told 
trustees that a student might 
receive $55 in workbooks and 
other materials in the cours- 
es offered. 

In Art courses, each grade 
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10 student will be charged 
$4., each Grade 11 student 
$5,, and each Grade 12 
student $6. It is felt that it is 
advantageous to have the 
instructor purchase special- 
ized art materials, for pro- 
cesses such as silk screening, 
and the fee would offset 
some of these expenses. 

In Industrial Education, a 
fee of $11 per student will be

- 1 p.m., and 3 - 6 p.m. It is 
necessary to be open at 7:30 
and closed at 6:00 to facili- 
tate those parents commut- 
ing tv Edmonton. Preference 
in the program will be given 
to single parent families and 
low income families. 

Secretary-Treasurer Geor- 
ge Hargreaves commented 
that the main problem would 
be getting someone to come 
early and open the door and 
check out the building, and 
the matter of any additional 
cleanup. Mr. Munro com- 
mented that any additional 
maintenance costs will be 
billed to the day care society. 

Mr. Munro moved that the 
above recommendation be 
approved, and that this pilot 
project be evaluated at the 
end of the period and the 
evaluation presented to the 
board. The motion carried. 

Finally, Mr. Munro moved 
that the Beginners Orien- 
tation Program be re-insta- 
ted, and that it be conducted 
from June 22 - 28. Mrs. 
Martin told the board that 
the request for reinstatement 
came from the schools, after 
the program had been 
dropped experimentally for 
one year. The program 
acquaints new students with 
the building in which they 

will be attending classes and 
teachers have discovered it is 
of value.

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Youville Home 
pays tribute to volunteers 


The Youville Home was 
the scene of a small but 
sincere ceremony last Tues- 
day night when tribute was 
paid to a group of young 
Volunteens who have con- 
tributed over 100 hours of 
service to the Home. Staff 
and residents gathered in the 
auditorium to thank the 
youthful but dedicated group 
and present them with 
certificates. 

Assisted by Mrs, Fedina, 
Sister Coulombe, admini- 
strator of the Youville Home 
presented certificates to 
Sandy Findlay, Susan Dav- 
ies, Michelle Leland, Berna- 
dette McCauley and Leslie 
Lauzon. 

Sister Blandine Roussel- 
Galle explained that the 
volunteer program was less 
than a year old, and still 
getting started. The Home’s 
administration had decided, 
after a change in the 
program, that help was 
needed to pass the trays. 
They began recruiting high 
school girls, and at this time 
there are close to 40 of them. 
In 1976 the girls put in a total 
of 1380 hours, and have 
contributed 479 hours al- 
ready in 1977. 

Sister Blandine then wel- 
comed the guest speaker for 
the eveuing, Mrs. Hazel 
Sutherland, director of the 
Volunteer Action Centre in 
Edmonton. Mrs. Sutherland 
opened her remarks by 
commenting that it was Vol- 
unteer Week in Edmonton, 
as well as nationally and 
internationally. She said it 
was a time to appreciate 
volunteers, who donated 
over a million hours of their 
time in Edmonton last year. 
She emphasized that their 
value is incalculable. 

Mrs, Sutherland then ex- 
plained that volunteers have 
their rights, and should be 
aware of them. The first and 
most important right, she 
pointed out is the right to be 
a volunteer. She remarked 
that volunteers form the cor- 


nerstone of democracy, and 
that the pioneers were vol- 
unteers. 

She stated that the second 
right of volunteers is the 
right to be interviewed by 
responsible and informed 
people. She commented that 
the Youville Home is unusual 
in that it is small but has two 
volunteer co-ordinators. She 
went on to say that the third 
right is the right to expect 
training and responsibility 
and supervision, and the 
right to be involved in 
planning and evaluating vo- 
lunteer programs. The last 
right, she said, is the right to 
be regarded as an individual, 
and express oneself in the 
best way possible. 

In her conclusion, Mrs. 
Sutherland pointed out that a 


hospital can function without 
volunteers, but only on a 
superficial basis. She stated 
that volunteers add immea- 
surably to the quality of life 
in any institution. 

An amusing skit followed, 
in which the residents of the 
home mimed the ‘‘Story of a 
Piece of Gum.’’ Two other 
residents, Mrs. Riopel and 
Mr. Sauve sang songs for the 
assembled group. 

Sister Coulombe thanked 
the volunteers for the work 
done, and commented that 


‘they acted as ambassadors to 


the community from the 
home. 

In addition to their cer- 
tificates, each volunteen 
received a box of candy. 
After the program, a lunch 
followed.

One of the most out- 
standing collections of Cana- 
dian Indian tools, art, clo- 
thing and religious artifacts 
dating from 1750 to 1850 has 
been brought to Edmonton 
by Alberta Culture. 

Through paintings and ob- 
jects, the collection tells the 
story of Indian ingenuity and 
creativity during a period 
when native societies were 
caught up in rapid change. 

More than half of the 191 
articles were made before 
1850. According to Ted 
Brasser, author of the Bo’jou 
Neejee catalogue, ‘‘Any pre- 
1850 artifacts are considered 
irreplaceable treasures."’ 

Bo’ jou Neejee is divided 
into two sections involving 
the museum-goer in the 
vitality and character of 
those important 100 years. 
Sacred Was This Land shows 
the way native peoples en- 
riched their wilderness sur- 
rounding through the mean- 
ingful incorporation of nature 
into their materials, tools and 
techniques. The spiritual 
side of their lives is touched 
on, and the development of 
regional art traditions. 

The second section of the 
exhibit, Lost Tribes Found 
Again, shows how the early 
fur trade was a positive 
influence, expanding the 
scope of traditional arts and 
_ crafts which were still vig- 


_ orously alive at that time. 


From 1750 to 1850 native 
societies adapted European 
ideas and materials, achiev- 
ing what is considered to be 
the golden age of Indian art.

Total expenditure on 
fire protection in St. Albert in 
1974 had been $157,534 and 
this had ieaped up to 
$671,145 in the current 
budget. 

A firefighter pointed out 
that the only figure for fire 
protection available to him 
was in the list of operating 
revenues for St. Albert 
(1976) which was $390,876. It 
was pointed out to the 
enquirer that in addition to 
this figure, there would be 
additional capital expendi- 
tures. 

A rundown on manpower 
at the St. Albert Fire De- 
partment showed an increase 
from seven men in 1974 to 
the 1977 figure of 28.

Mayor Plain pointed out 
that one way the pressure 
might be taken off the St. 
Albert Fire Department 
would be to see the end of 
the fire agreement with the 
MD of Sturgeon. 

“Forty-five percent of our 
calls originate in the MD ... 
even though they are grass- 
fires,’’ said Mayor Plain. 

He said there had tobea 
(sufficient) line of fire fight- 
ing equipment in St. Albert 
and complained at sending 
men out to fires in ‘‘Calahoo 
and SOth Street.’” 

If the MD would not fund 
the service, ‘‘we can wish 
them good day,’” said the 
mayor. 

One member of the fire 
department suggested that it 
needed a minimum of 10 (at 
any given moment) to be 
effective. 

Mayor Plain admitted that 
the city was looking at 
equipment needs but he 


warned the fire department 
that they had mixed the 
bananas and the coconuts; 
they were laying ‘‘it on, and 
forgetting the cost."’ 

A fireman complained that 
the department couldn't 
keep pace anymore with the 
fast growth in St. Albert; 
“‘we are now getting tothe 
point where we can't handle 
it anymore."’ 

The mayor said he realized 
this was a sincere comment, 
but he continued that St. 
Albert was not about to get a 
multi-million dollar shopping 
centre and leave the fire- 
fighting equipment at cur- 
rent levels. 

“But this won't be met - 
boom - this year,’’ he added. 

Another complaint from 
the firefighters was that they 
felt their ladders would not 
make it to the top of the new 
professional building near 
Perron street. 

This lead to the mention 
that help could be expected 
from Edmonton (in a real 
emergency) because of the 
fire agreement with that city. 

Even then, ‘‘there have 
been times when we have 
watched Edmonton residen- 


ces being burned to the 
ground,”’ said Mayor Plain. 

Another complaint was 
that too much was being 
spent on Parks and Re- 
creation in St. Albert and not 
enough on the ‘‘priorities.’’ 

Later Mr. Byron admitted

Narrow win over Aeros ends Oilers season 


For the players with the 
1976-77 Edmonton Oilers 
Hockey Club, the season 
ended Friday night in a 
narrow 4-3 victory for the 
Houston Aeros in the Hous- 
ton Summit. The Aeros will 
go on to face the Winnipeg 
Jets in the WHA Western 
Division final, while the 
Oilers prepare for a well 
earned vacation from hockey. 

For the Oilers office staff, 
however, the summer break 
lasted just 48 hours, and the 
1977-78 season started yes- 
terday morning. 

The season just ended saw 
the Oilers progress from a 
hastily assembled squad of 
strangers to a tightly knit 
mixture of experience and 
youth, that finished the year 
on a winning note. The 
playoffs, although brief, 
were not an embarrassment, 
and it is evident that the club 
has a strong nucleus to build 
on for the future.

The 1977 guide to sport- 
fishing regulations contain- 
ing several important ch- 
anges and additions is now 
available from fish and 
wildlife offices throughout 
the province. 

Several stream and lake 
closures to angling and a $1 
increase in the angling 
license fee, to $S from $4 are 
among the more notable 
changes reports Gordon 
Kerr, assistant deputy mini- 
ster of Alberta Recreation, 
Parks and Wildlife’s fish and 
wildlife division.

Joe Kilistoff, aquatic re- 
sources manager for national 
parks in Alberta and British 
Columbia, said the finger- 
lings, guaranteed disease- 
free, will be planted into 
lakes in Jasper, Banff, Koot- 
enay, Waterton Lakes and 
Mount Revelstoke National 
Parks this summer to ensure 
activity for next year’s 
anglers. 

“Mr. Kilistoff said the trout 
are stocked as fingerlings so 
as to give them time to 
acquire the natural instincts 
and cunning of wild/native 
fish before they are tempted 
by the angler’s lure. 

“The thrill of landing such 
a fish, is much more 
rewarding than landing a 
put-and-take type straight 
out of a hatchery.’’ 

Many of these will be 
marked to help determine 
the extent of natural re- 
production in park waters 
and provide other manage- 
ment information. 

Fishing licences - $4 for a 

who year - are now on sale 
through Alberta Motor As- 
sociation outlets in Calgary 
and Edmonton, most con- 
cessionaires inside the parks 
and from park offices.

this year, starting with 
commercial establishments, 
the purpose being to control 
water consumption. 

Metered water rates will 
be as follows: Residential - 
$6.00 for the first 6,000 
gallons plus $1.00 for each 
additional 1000 gallons or 
portion. Commercial - $6.00 
for the first 6,000 gallons 
plus 50¢ per 1000 for each 
additional 1000 gallons or 
portion thereof. Except in 
exceptional circumstances, 
meters will be supplied, 
installed, owned and main- 
tained by the village. 

All residential dwellings 
constructed after May 1, 
1977 or becoming available 
for occupancy after May 1 
shall provide a place for a 
remote reading device on the 
outside of the dwelling 
together with wiring from the 


meter location to the remote 
reading device. 

Every developer of pro- 
perty within the village after 
May 1 which will require 
water and sewer connections 
will be required to pay to the 
village a service connection 
charge of $500 plus an

Gravel meeting 


Villeneuve area residents 
had a good chance to let off 
steam last Wednesday night 
in the Villeneuve Community 
Hall when they took the 
chance to give input into the 
Villeneuve study on gravel 
development and land re- 
clamation. 

About 80 area residents 
attended the meeting which 
was led by a six man panel of 
Alberta Sand and Gravel 
Representative Ben Amos, 
G. R. Shelley representative 
John Bones, MD Develop- 
ment Officer Gary Brownlee, 
Alberta Environment official 
Bob Valleau, Reeve of the 
MD Bill Flynn and MD 
Councillor Glen Berry. 

A $75,000 study has been 
concluded on investigating 
acceptable ways to extract 
gravel and reclaim sites. G. 
R. Shelley was appointed as 
consultant for the study. 

The study incorporates 
30.4 square miles of 19,440 
acres of predominantly agri- 
cultural land in the Vill- 
eneuve area. 

As might have been 
expected, one resident br- 
ought up the problem of 
roads in the Villeneuve area, 
which have taken a beating 
over the years from gravel 
trucks. 

“Why not use the railroad 
for gravel?’’ asked the resi- 
dent, pointing out it already 
carried sulphur, hoping that 
the change would put the 
truckers out of business. 

Mr. Bones said that CN 
and the gravel operators had 
been approached, but it was 
basically a question of econ- 
omics. CN would not make 
enough money on hauling 
gravel, Mr. Bones stated. 

‘‘Are you making money 
by ruining our roads and 
burning up our trucks?’’ the 
resident retorted. 

Mr. Bones pointed out that 
the (CN) rail track only went 
to the morth side of Ed- 
monton. (You would still 
have to transfer the gravel to 
road transport). 

The resident said this was 
a weak argument when you 
look at the whole picture. 

The question of how much 
land could be reclaimed after

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gravel extraction had taken 
place also came up at the 
meeting. 

Mr. Amos pointed out that 
the land would support some 
sort of agricultural use but 
also said, ‘‘in our own 
operations we are not even at 
the stage where we can 
reclaim the land.”’ 

He said that ‘‘we can put 
back a layer of gumbo’’ but 
he also indicated that if 
asked to return the land to its 
original state, ‘‘I suggest it’s 
impossible.”’ 

Mr. Valleau told the meet- 
ing that recommendations in 
the gravel study will go to the 
Minister of the Environment 
and “‘hit the senior govern- 
ment."’ 

Then better control of the 
situation would be possible 
as the ‘‘Attitude of the gravel 
companies is good,’’ he 
stated. 

Mr. Amos, again answer- 
ing questions from the floor, 
pointed out that sand and 
gravel was necessary for the 
socio-economic health of an 
urban centre and that the 
Villeneuve area was the best 
for concrete gravel. 

Mr. Amos was put on the 
defensive against his will 
with the question, ‘‘was it 
the intention of the (gravel) 
firms to tear up land any- 
more?"’ 

He admitted that he was 
speaking for the gravel 
companies but he felt he was 
being put in the position of 
defending a livelihood. 

‘‘Mayfair Park is no longer 
a rotten gravel pit.’’ he said. 

Mr. Amos also defended 
the record of gravel comp- 
anies mending local roads at 
their own expense. One 
resident replied he agreed 
that ‘‘you’d spent a lot of 
money, but the roads are still 
suffering.’’ 

Another resident said he 
had not asked for heavy 
industry to tear up his land. 
“I can sit and talk about 
roads till the cows come 


home - bring the roads out 
first.’” 

One resident asked who 
had dug the first gravel pit, 
but pointed out he had pion- 
eered the land SO years ago 
and ‘‘I would like the people 
to know that too.’’ 

Earlier in the meeting a 
resident pointed out, ‘‘You 
guys are gonna have to have 
a lot of bucks to chase people 
out, it’s too beautiful an 
area,”’ 

Mr. Amos emphasized he 
was not looking for anything 
he could get out there, ‘‘I am 
looking for a general method 
of extracting (gravel) ec- 
onomically and reclaiming 
the land.” 

Concerning the possibility 
that 50 foot holes would be 
left in the land, Mr. Bones 
replied ‘‘We recommend 
that some form of committee 
be kept alive to look at these 
kinds of problems.” 

One resident questioned if 
the MD would read the study 
‘for shelve it in file 13’’ 
where it would stay. : 

Mr. Flynn said the MD 
needed sufficient informa- 
tion (for its own needs) and 
now it needed public input. 

If the gravel had to come 
out, the land would have to 
be reclaimed he said; he 
added that if (property 
owners) did not want to sell 
the land, ‘‘it won't be de- 
veloped."’ 

Later Mr. Flynn said the 
purpose of the study was to 
come to some conclusion on 
development permits, while 
input was wanted for the 
MD’s general plan. 

When Mr. Valleau com- 
menced the discussion earl- 
ier in the evening he 
admitted there was a conflict 
between agriculture, dust, 
noise, and country resi- 
dential. 

But he pointed out there 
was a desire to minimize the 
conflict and achieve suitable 
reclamation.

Railways officially in 1925. 

Prior to the gang’s arrival, 
a great span of the Burbank 
trestle had been washed out 
by the April floods of that 
year 1918, 

The B & B gang arrived 
and were placed on a side 
track along with a huge ‘‘pile 
driver,’’ as well as extra 
gangs of men. 

Mother had all of those 
hungry people to feed as well 
as bake everything on the big 
coal and wood stove in the 
cook car. During this time 
with extra men to feed, she 
baked 10 pies each day as 
well as the bread and other 
meals at the ripe old age of 
17. She also had my two 
sisters who were very young 
to care for. 

Even Sir Henry Thornton, 
of the National System of 
Railways came to see where 
the span of the big railway 
trestle had washed out. He, 
of course had to eat too and 
mother gave him substantial, 
very well cooked meals. He 
was very taken with the 
bread she baked, and she got 
to know him well. He took 
some of her loaves along with 
him when he left. 

When mother wanted to go 
to the town of Sylvan Lake 
she had to go from the cook 
car, then walk over one end 
of the trestle, which had a 
part of it washed away, the 
other end where the speeder 
was. Mom, dad with the two 
little girls had to walk on a 
heavy plank, over a wildly, 
rushing river one hundred 
feet below. Again, as the sky 
darkened toward evening 
they walked back to the gang 
after their return. 

After all of the travelling, 
cooking and being shunted 
about by the great puffing 
black steam locomotives, 
mom retired to raise her 
family. Dad became a pump- 
man at Gibbons and Ed- 
wand, where new adventures 
begun. 

At one time the town 
decided on a trough, to run 
from the water tank at 
Gibbons for the purpose of 
watering arink. AB & B 
gang of the CNR were to 
build this. They had it 
planned to cross our yard 
where mom’s clotheslines 
were. 

Mom told them no damned 
trough was going through 
her yard. If you build that 
thing there, I'll chop that all 
down.”’ 

So the Jack Phillips B & B 
gang went ahead and built 
the trestle with tin lined 
trough and all. 

Out came mom's sharpest 
axe. With every swing she 


swore. Believe me, not one 
stick of that heavily timbered 
trestle stood any longer. 

The railroad officials arr- 
ived, she pinned their ears 
back good. No damned 
trestle ever disturbed her 
snowy wash from that day 
on. 

Even now she remains 
firm-willed, determined to 


keep cooking, still turning 
out the delicious pies, cakes 
and shortbread as well as 
fresh homemade doughnuts. 

There's always a fresh pot 
of tea on her coal and wood 
kitchen range, which is as 
beautiful today, with its 
white enamel and chrome 
gleaming as it was 45 years 
ago when it was new.

Certain bodies originating 
in recent years in the U.S.A. 
have spread into Canada 
causing embarrassment to 
the Order. It is well to realize 
that there are only two 
legitimate Orders of St. John 
in Canada: The Grand Priory 
of the Most Venerable Order 
of the Hospital of St. John of 
Jerusalem, referred to brief- 
ly as The Order of St. John, 
and our companion Order, 
the Sovereign and Military 
Hospitaller Order of St. John 
of Jerusalem, of Rhodes and 
of Malta, referred to briefly 
as The Order of Malta. This 
embarrassement arises from 
the confusion and misunder- 
standing created in the mind 
of the general public, and 
perhaps some of our mem- 
bers, through the preten- 
sions of such bodies to 
represent the genuine Ord- 
ers. 

As is generally known, the 
Hospitaller Order of St. John 
of Jerusalem was founded in 
the eleventh century and in- 
corporated by Papal Bull in 
1113. After the Crusades, the 
Knights of St. John ruled 
Rhodes and subsequently 
Malta as sovereign states 
until Malta fell to Napoleon 
in 1798. In the chaotic 
conditions which ensued, a 
curious chapter in the history 
of the Order occurred when 


The Order of St.John - A brief history 


Tsar Paul 1 of Russia became 
the ‘de facto’, although 
never the ‘de jure’, Grand 
Master. His son Alexander 1, 
who succeeded him in 1801, 
handed over the Grand Mas- 
ter’s regalia and archives to 
Giovanni Tommasi whom the 
Pope had meanwhile chosen, 
the Priories of the Order 
elected and most European 
nations accepted, as the 
Grand Master. The soi-dis- 
ant ‘‘Orders of St. John’’ 
referred to above appear to 
claim descent mainly from 
this short-lived Russian epi- 
sode. 

Since 1834 the headquar- 
ters of The Order of Malta 
have beenin Rome. It is a 
wholly Roman Catholic Order 
recognized in international 
law as a sovereign body 
which exchanges diplomatic 
representatives with many 
nations, Its charitable and 
hospitaller activities are 
many, various and world- 
wide. In 1953 a Canadian 
Association of the Order was 
formed and incorporated by 
Federal Charter. Its current 
President is His Honour 
Judge Marc Lacoste of 
Montreal and the present 
Grand Master of the Order is 
His Most Eminent Highness 
Prince Angelo de Mojana di 
Cologna. 

After the Napoleonic Wa- 
rs, the English Priory of the 
parent Order was revived in 
England in in 1888 it was

incorporated by Royal Chart- 
er granted by Queen Victoria 
as a separate, non-sectarian, 
Christian, British Order of 
St. John. It has continued as 
such under a succession of 
Royal Charters with Esta- 
blishments, either Priories or 
Commanderies, throughout 
the Commonwealth. In 1934 
there came into existence the 
Commandery in Canada wh- 
ich in 1946 was raised to the 
status of the Priory of 
Canada. Since 1958 there has 
been an American Society of 
the Order with headquarters 
in New York. 

The Foundations of The 
Order of St. John are the 
great Ophthalmic Hospital in 
Jerusalem and St. John 
Ambulance, comprising both 
the Association and the 
Brigade. Her Majesty Queen 
Elizabeth 11, as reigning 
monarch, is the Sovereign 
Head of the Order and the 
present Grand Prior is HRH 
Richard, Duke of Gloucester, 
The Prior of the Priory of 
Canada is the Governor 
General, the Right Honour- 
able Jules Leger. 

The Order of St. John 
enjoys cordial ecumenical 
relations with The Order of 
Malta and a number of the 
members of the former are 
also members of the latter. In 
1963 the two Orders signed 
at St. John’s Gate in London 
a joint Declaration according 
to each other full recognition 
and defining their relation- 
ship in pursuit of a common 
purpose. Happily this put an 
end to such misunderstand- 
ing as may previously have 
existed. 

In Canada, therefore, the- 
te are two legitimate and 
accepted Orders which stem 
originally from the same 
ancient roots; the original 
sovereign, Catholic and in- 
ternational Order of Malta 
operating through its Cana- 
dian Association and the 
non-sectarian, Christian 
Commonwealth Order of St. 
John operating through its 
Priory of Canada. All other 
alleged Orders of St. John 
springing up in Canada 
whatever their titles, and 
some are most deceptive, 
must be regarded as lacking 
validity. They may or may 
not have laudable intentions, 
but in truth they are without 
historical or legal foundation.

That is the idea behind 
“Play Safe,”’ a new 30-min- 
ute film on child safety in 
which the message comes 
from children who have been 
badly hurt and want to tell 
other children about it. 

Like nine-year old Chris 
Paterson of Marsden, Sask- 
atchewan, who lost an arm 
and shoulder in the blower 
blades of a forage harvester 
driven by his father. 

Or Dale Vincent of Galt- 
Cambridge, Ontario, now 13, 
who lost both his right arm 
and leg, under the wheels of 
a freight train when he was 
seven. 

Or little Tommy Nickerson 
of Halifax who chased a cat 
into the road and was hit by a 
truck, when she was only 
three. She lost a leg and part 
of a hip. 

All these Canadian young- 
sters have three things in 
common: they are amputees; 
they have been taken under 
the wing of the CHAMP 
program of the War Ampu- 
tations of Canada; and 
almost all of them star in 
‘Play Safe,’’ which is sche- 
duled for screening in class- 
rooms and theatres across 
the country in 1977. 

This subtle and, they 
hope, effective, prevention 
route is the latest step in the 
War Amps of Canada’s 
continuing efforts to offer 
emotional, psychological and 
financial aid to civilian am- 
putees. 

Almost one hundred chil- 
dren a year in Canada lose an 
arm or leg through disease or 
accident. Deeply aware that 
the costs in physical and 
financial terms are high - not 


only for the child and his 
parents, but for society in 
general - the War Amps are 
now aiming at the causes of 
the accidents. 

There are now 29 young- 
sters under 21 in the War 
Amps CHAMPS program. 
Another 12 to 15 will be 
added in 1977 ‘‘if the budget 
permits,’’ says War Amps 
national secretary, Cliff Cha- 
dderton, in Ottawa. The 
children are reported to, or 
discovered by, the asso- 
ciation’s 19 provincial br- 
anches and the commitment 
to each is long-term. 

Immediately after the ac- 
cident the child is assigned a 
“‘counsellor,”’ a war ampu- 
tee, who will concern himself 
with the child’s well-being 
for years to come, The War 
Amps will buy the prosthesis 
(artificial limb) if necessary, 
calling on their research 
resources for the best and 
most advanced design for 
each particular case. They 
will also aid in the child’s 
education, up to and includ- 
ing university level, The only 
guideline is that they will 
provide ‘‘any reasonable 
form of assistance which is 
not available through gov- 
ernment or other private 
sources,”’ 

The prime source of funds 
for the Child Amputee Pro- 
gram - and all other War 
Amps programs - is the 
annual Key Tag Service, now 
in its 31st year. Donations 
from households, who re- 
ceive the confidentially num- 
bered key tags early each 
year, enable the association 
to continue with its work of 
prevention and help.
